American Trains Are 


Held Up For Hours 
BERLIN,—</P)— Soviet 
frontier 
guards enforced a slowdown today 
on American m ilitary trains 
and 
German truck traffic to Berlin. 
In apparent retaliation for last 
w eek’s Russian-A m erican squab­ 
ble over occupancy of a railway 
building in Berlin, Soviet author­ 
ities delayed American trains as 
much as five hours. 
Trucks from Berlin 
to 
West 
Germ any were allowed to pass the 
Soviet zone checkpoint at Helm- 
stedt at the rate of two or three 
an hour, eighty trucks were back­ 
ed up at the frontier this morning. 
Two American m ilitary trains 
from F ran kfurt and Bremerhaven 
w ere delayed at Helm stedt w ith­ 
out explanation. A fter waits of 
three and a half to five hours, the 
trains were perm itted by the Rus­ 
sians to proceed to Berlin. 
A British m ilitary 
train 
from 
Ham burg passed the Soviet check­ 
point w ithout difficulty, however. 
Since the Western Powers 
oc­ 
cupied West Berlin in 1945 their 
road and rail communications with 
Western G erm any have been at 
the mercy of the 
Soviet 
army. 
Ending of the Berlin blockade last 
May left these communications as 
t xposed as ever.

The FBI feared that associates 
of Fleisher, who has underworld 
connections throughout tile nation, 
might strike at any time in a dar­ 
ing rescue attempt. 
His head was sw athed in band­ 
ages tinted red during the entire 
trip. 
They w ere not removed u n ­ 
til he was in the car that hustled 
him to Milan. 
Convicted For Robbery 
No sooner had Fleisher arrived 
at the federal prison than Warden 
C. J. Shuttlew orth recommended 
he be shipped to Alcatraz as fast 
as possible. 
Federal 
court 
officials 
s a i d 
Fleisher was scheduled 
for 
a r­ 
raignm ent at 2 p. rn. today. 
He is 
charged with unlaw fully fleeing 
across a state border to avoid im­ 
prisonment. 
He disappeared in October, 1948. 
w hen the state .supreme court re­ 
fused to grant him a retrial in t h e 1 
1944 robbery 
of 
the Aristocrat 
club at Pontiac. 
His conviction in 
that case brought him a sentence 
of 25 to 40 years. 
He is also under sentence of 4% 
to 5 years for conspiracy in the 
m u rder of State Senator W arren 
G. Hooper. 
The federal fugitive charge car­ 
ries a m axim um penalty of five 
years and $5,000 fine.

Communist Premier 


Of Bulgaria Dies 


SOFIA, Bulgaria — (7P» — Bul­ 
garia’s communist prem ier Vassil 
P. Kola rev died today after a long 
illness. 
Kolarov had been prem ier since 
last July 20. He succeeded Georgi 
Dimitrov, the Bulgarian com m un­ 
ist leader who died last Jun e in 
Moscow. 
Kolarov’s communist - dom ina­ 
ted government had resigned Jan. 
17 as a constitutional 
formality 
following tho Dec. 18 national as­ 
s e m b l y elections. 
He was reap­ 
pointed premier immediately af­ 
ter and formed a new communist- 
led government. 
A longtime communist, Kolarov 
was sentenced to death rn 1926 by 
the Monarchist government 
for 
party activities but 
escaped 
by 
fleeing to Moscow. He reappeared 
after the w ar as vice-prem ier u n ­ 
der Dimitrov.

A federal court ju ry returned 
the verdict for Preston T. Tucker 
and

charges of mail fraud, conspiracy, 
and violation of federal security 
regulations in promoting 
m a n u ­ 
facture and sale of the car. 
The jury which heard the gov­ 
ernm ent’s 
73 
witnesses in the 
three-m onths 
trial 
reached 
its 
verdict on the fourth ballot after 
17 hours of deliberation. 
The case had gone to the jury 
at 10:55 a. rn., Saturday w ithout 
any of the defendants 
or 
w it­ 
nesses 
in 
their 
behalf 
offering 
testimony. Defense attorneys con­ 
tended simply that the 
govern­ 
ment had not proved any of the 
charges in its 31-count 
indict­ 
ment. 
Tucker, 46, was president and 
board chairm an of the corporation 
from the time he launched it in 
1947 until it sank into bankruptcy 
last March.

support the charge. 
Prosecutors mentioned that the 
corporation produced less than 50 
cars, all of them hand-built and 
lacking many features advertised 
as 
sensational 
im provem ents in 
automotive 
engineering. 
Among 
the advertised features, th e com ­ 
pany claimed a hydraulic torque 
converter, air-cooled disc brakes, 
and an air-cooled engine em body­ 
ing a revolutionary fuel injection 
principle. 
The government described the 
advertising as “ a pack of lies.”

Bv WILLIAM F. ARBOGAST 
W ASHINGTON,— ZP)— A split 
in the ranks of House Republicans 
may render considerably less ef­ 
fective the

The breach, which broke into the 
open at a party caucus last W ed­ 
nesday, became apparent 
to all 
Friday w hen 64 Republicans voted 
against a 
proposed 
change 
in 
House rules. 
Had the 64 stayed “ hitched” as 
they norm ally do, the rules would 
have been changed and the coali­ 
tion-dom inated 
rules 
committee 
would have regained a strangle­ 
hold on legislation. 
Republican 
leaders 
publicly 
scoff 
at 
suggestions 
th at 
the 
party's lines in the 
House 
are 
badly split. 
“ We had a little trouble” a t the 
caucus, one of them adm itted. 
Republicans who attended 
the 
caucus call that an und erstate­ 
ment. They said Rep. Frank Keefe 
of Wisconsin “ read the riot act” 
and said in a few 
choice 
words 
that he w as tired of following the 
lecognized GOP leadership in the 
House. 
All Keefe will say is th a t he had 
“a few words to 
say 
and 
said 
them .” 
T he departure of 64 Republicans 
from party ranks last Friday was 
the largest 
defection 
in 
years. 
N ormally the GOP 
lines 
in 
the 
House hold fairly fast, 
although 
there always have been a few of 
the 169 m em bers who “ bolt.” 
M any Republicans feel that their 
leadership in th e House has been

Personal Income Tax 
Increase Avoided

W ASHINGTON— {ZP)—President 
T rum an sent congress a tax pro­ 
gram today calling for a cut in 
excise or “sales” levies, plugging 
of loopholes, and a billion-dollar 
boost in taxes on corporations, es­ 
tates and big gifts. 
In a special message, Mr. T ru ­ 
man did not say specifically how 
much reduction he thought should 
be m ade in the excise taxes. But 
he said cuts are “most urgently 
needed” in the taxes on freight, 
railroad and bus tickets, long dis­ 
ten t^ telephone 
anc! 
telegraph 
bills and “the entire group of re ­ 
tail excises, including such items 
as toilet preparations, luggage and 
handbags.”

MENOMINEE, Mich.,—The Me- 
nominee-M arinette area is feel­ 
ing the pinch of dw indling coal 
supplies, with acute shortages in 
stoker coal. Deliveries to domestic 
customers are under tw o-ton ra ­ 
tioning, local dealers reported to­ 
day. 
There isn’t a lump of prem ium 
coal, such as Pocahontas, etc., on 
local docks and hasn’t been for 
some time. Consumers, particular­

A soil 
conservation 
district 
makes 
possible the cooperation 
between organized farmers and 
civic, industrial, county, state, and 
federal agencies for the purpose of 
checking soil wastage. 
It has been described as “one of 
the most democratic action pro­ 
gram s.” The control of district af­ 
fairs is entirely in the hands of 
land occupiers within the district. 
Preparing and carrying out a soil 
conservation and land use pro­ 
gram rests entirely with the farm ­ 
ers through their board of direc­ 
tors. Entirely concerned with 
the 
m aintenance of soil productivity, 
the soil conservation district can­ 
not levy any taxes or special as­ 
sessments or issue bonds, the coun­ 
ty agent explained.

'Primitive’ Airport 
Letter To The CAB 


MARQUETTE—Francis H. Hig­ 
gins. president Wisconsin Central 
Airlines, did not mean Upper Pen­ 
insula airports were simple and 
crude when he referred to them 
as “primitive” in a much-public­ 
ized letter to the Civil Aeronau­ 
tics Board in December. 
He said he was writing “to a 
man who is acquainted with the 
terms of airports,” one who would 
understand the word “primitive” 
as referring to airports in their 
primary stage, he declared while 
testifying at the CAB hearing be­ 
ing conducted in Marquette. 
Asked by counsel for Nation­ 
wide Airlines, which is seeking to 
serve Upper and Lower Michigan 
as a certified air carrier, whether 
he still considered the airports in 
the Peninsula “limited and primi­ 
tive,” Higgins said the letter “was 
not written for the general pub­ 
lic” and added: 
“Limited and primitive, as I 
explained, means that an air­ 
port is considered in the prim­ 
ary or first stage of develop­ 
ment, when It meets 
the 
re­ 
quirements of the 
air 
carrier 
division of the Civil Aeronau­ 
tics Authority.” 
“There was no intention of be- 
lilliing or disaparaging the splen­ 
did work that was done by 
the 
cities in the Upper Peninsula 
of 
Michigan,” 
Higgins declared in 
opening his statement about the 
leu.r which he wrote to Joseph J. 
() Connell, chairman of the 
Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board, and 
which 
CAB released 
to the press in 
Wa hington. 
“In fact the letter was intended 
to show 
the progress 
that 
had 
been made, in view of the fact that 
a .survey in 1947 would not permit 
operations to this area because of 
the inadequacy of the airports. Un­ 
der the award in the north central 
case, the CAH had invited the car­ 
riers to keep the board advised on 
the details of some of the prob- 
b ins they experienced, especially 
in connection with airports. 
“ I know of no fact in the letter 
that is in error and I will be glad 
to he advised if there is any mis­ 
statement of fact. I do not feel that 
it is any indictment of the area or 
of the cities or of the communities 
f ’at the airports do not have 
alt 
F'o facilities for—for example— 
• ’"bt flying, so that a more 
reli- 
: H e and more frequent and more 
c "lvenient schedule could be ar­ 
ranged. 
I 
Facilities Incomplete 
“If the general public was un- 
d«r the impression that their air­ 
port was complete, certainly they 
“bould not take anv exception 
to 
l'*,»rnin«* the projects that remain- 
( t to he completed 
before 
they 
contd expect the type of service 
that would render them the ad- 
of this type of service. 
“The lottor was written to a man 
v ho is acquainted with the terms 
( <’ • ' courts and I am sure that von 
\ ;,1 find that if you were to dis­ 
c u s the airport with a scheduled 
. r!:no man, for example, if 
you 
v’ere to ask what kind of airport 
do von have. for example, at Alex­ 


andria, Minn., you would state that 
they have paved 
runways, they 
have lights on their runways, thai 
they have navigational aids, that 
they have a weather bureau, that 
they have a public administration 
building, including all faeiitios 
in 
the public administration buildup, 
space for operations, safety 
fence 
and the like. 
“That is what an airport means 
to a scheduled airline and the de­ 
gree of compltion of these 
facili­ 
ties would constitute the adequacy 
of the facilities.” 
“The 
airports 
are 
generally 
spoken of as developed 
by proj­ 
ects, primary projects, or 
first 
projects, in which for a scheduled 
airline the 
minimum 
would 
be 
one runway, usually paved, 
with 
or without lights and the basic re­ 
quirement for operations. 
‘Unjustly Criticized* 
“I feel that Wisconsin Central 
was unjustly 
criticized 
because 
people in the Upper Peninsula 
ot 
Michigan were led to believe that 
since the time that Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral was designated to serve they 
have refused to bring service to 
this area. 
“In fact, I have a document that 
was filed with the CAB, under 
oath, on behalf of the Upper Pen­ 
insula air transportation commit­ 
tee Oct. 3, 1949, 
in 
which 
the 
statement is made that ‘the air­ 
ports at all of the Upper Peninsu­ 
la points .have been adequate for 
certificate operations for a period 
of 12 months or more.’ 
Now that statement, that sworn 
statement, I believe is at variance 
with the facts. For example, the 
airport at Iron Mountain, by per­ 
sonal 
observation, 
one 
rqpway 
was completed on Oct. 15. 
1949, 
and service to this airport was in­ 
augurated 45 days later. 
I don’t believe that this sworn 
statement is true in connection 
with the airport 
at 
Marquette. 
According to the airport manager, 
the airport runways at Marquette 
could not be used by wheeled air­ 
craft prior to August of 1949 and 
it is my information that the air­ 
port at Escanaba, that the paving 
at the airport in Escanaba, was 
not completed under this present 
project until during the summer 
of 1949. 
At Least Three Not Ready 
“So that at least three of the 
airports, one of which has one 
runway, could not be utilized in 
certificated operation for a per­ 
iod of 12 months or more prior 
to our inauguration of service. 
“I feel that injustices being done 
in presenting a sworn document 
to the CAB by persons who set 
themselves out to be authorities 
as to the adequacy of the airports, 
and that in my effort to clarify 
the situation with the CAB, show­ 
ing the condition of the airports, 
tho time during which they w’ere 
completed, the work that had to 
bo completad on each of these air­ 
ports, should not he misconstrued. 
“We tried to present the prob­ 
lems that were overcome by the

upon his recommendation. The present act 
is d ue to expire next Ju n e and the defense 
secretary is pleading for its continuance. 
S e c r e t a r y 
Johnson 
has 
informed 
the 
house arm ed forces com m ittee that exten ­ 
sion of the selective service act will cost 
only four million dollars and m aintenance 
of records another $6,700,000. The benefits 
that would accrue by extension of the act 
m akes the costs a tremendous value in na­ 
tional defense. 
The present draft has been inactive since 
January, 1949, and only about 30,000 men 
w ere called up for service since the act 
w as passed in the sum m er of 1948. Yet the 
act has been a powerful stim ulant to vol­ 
untary enlistments. Of even greater value, 
th e program has provided records of m an ­ 
pow er potentials that w ould be of ines­ 
tim able value in the event of a national 
defense emergency. These records are be­ 
ing continued and kept up to date. Person­ 
nel has been cut to the barest m inimum , 
m ost offices being m aintained by a single 
clerk w orking only one day a week.

Ignoring Coal Shortage 
Will Not Solve It 
H 
OW 
critically low m ust coal supplies 
get before President Truman decides 
that an em ergency actually exists? 
M illions 
of 
Am ericans would like to 
know the answer to this question. 
Soft 
coal stockpiles above ground now are at 
the low est level in 15 years. M any cities 
have already declared a coal em ergency in 
their areas. Even the federal governm ent 
had ordered a drastic curtailm ent of rail­ 
road transportation service. 
T he num ber 
o f m iners cut of the pits is growing and 
th e rem ain d er are operating only a thnce- 
d a y w o rk week. And yet Mr. T rum an p e r­ 
sists in his contention th at the situation is 
not serious and th at no national em ergen­ 
cy exists. 
T he 
president 
has 
the 
authority 
to 
straig hten out the mess in the coal situa­ 
tion if he w ants to do so. The T aft-H artley 
act gives him the power to secure an in­ 
junction that would compel the m iners to 
resum e production on a five-day week for 
a perio dof 80 days at least. 
That would 
carry through the heating season 
and 
w ould provide additional tim e to w ork out 
a contract agreem ent betw een the m iners’ 
union and the operators. Mr. T rum an re ­ 
fuses to do so, apparently because of his 
personal objection to the T -H law. He has 
used those powers in the past, however, 
and w hen the law’ was enacted, he pledged 
full cooperation.

accordance with articles 41 and 42 to m ain­ 
tain and restore international peace and 
security.” 
Article 41 says the Security Council may 
decide on measures “not involving the use 
of armed force.”

NE of the most mom entous decisions In 
U S. history is in the making. 
The 
question is: Shall we produce a hydrogen 
bom b? 
A hydrogen bomb is a special kind of 
atom bomb. Scientists believe such an e x ­ 
plosive could be 1000 times m ore destruc­ 
tive than the bombs dropped on Hiroshima 
and 
Nagasaki. 
They think an H -bom b 
could wipe out from 50 to IOO square miles 
of a city. In other words possibly half of a 
g reat center like Chicago.

the

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 


BY DREW PEARSON 
Washington.— At a secret meeting with 
General Bradley recently, Atomic Energy 
Chairman Lilienthal made 
a 
last-ditch, 
emotional plea against the hydrogen bomb. 
In effect, he said: “We must exhaust every 
means of reaching an agreement with Rus­ 
sia to outlaw atomic warfare before w e 
make this bomb. 
We should appeal over 
the heads of the Kremlin to the Russian 
people. They w ill force Stalin to come to 
terms.” 
Lilienthal speaks for a tormented group 
of scientists who made the atomic bombs 
used at Hiroshima and Nagasaki and who 
agreed—somewhat 
against 
their 
better 
judgment—that 
the 
bombs 
should 
be 
dropped on enemy cities. 
It is still a secret in the files of the Man­ 
hattan district, 
but the atomic scientists 
were sharply divided into three 
groups. 
One did not want the bomb used at all. 
Ti*ey urged that the oresident 
announce 
that we had the bomb and would use it un­ 
less the enemy surrendered. Group No. 2 
wanted the atomic bomb dropped over an 
uninhabited area as a warning. 
Group No. 3 approved the action taken 
at Hiroshima. This included 
Dr. 
Robert 
Oppenheimer and Dr. Harold Urey. 
But 
when 
the photographs of seared 
flesh and the medical reports from N aga­ 
saki end Hiroshima came back, these sci­ 
entists went through the tortures of Hie 
damned. Their souls were on fire, and they 
started a burning private crusade against 
the hydrogen bomb that has divided the 
atomic energy commission. 
The spirit of these scientists was e x ­ 
pressed by Dr. Oppenheimer to a congres­ 
sional hearing as follows: “Many times we 
scientists thought the war might end be­ 
fore we had a bomb. But some of us did 
not stop, because we wanted the world to 
see the atomic bomb. 
It was to us the 
greatest argument for world peace.” 


STRAUSS STRONGLY BACKED 


These scientists and Lilienthal are plan­ 
ning to organize a lobby of church groups 
to carry on the “crusade” after L ilienthafs 
resignation from the atomic commission in 
February. 
The 
other 
side in the hydrogen-bomb 
argument is championed by a modest, soft­ 
spoken philosopher an dex-banker, Lewis 
Strauss. He shuns publicity and his views 
can be given only because fellow co m m is­ 
sioners are shocked by the attacks on him 
by the pro-Lilienthal forces. 
Strauss is quoted as saying, “All hope of 
international agreem ent to outlaw the atom 
bomb was killed w hen Russia refused ti* 
accept the Baruch proposals for inspection. 
That was tho great shock of 
our 
times. 
Now we cannot afford not to m ake the 
new hydrogen bomb. 
We must maintain 
our superiority over any possible aggres­ 
sor. That is the chief hope left for peace.” 
From the beginning of the atomic e n ­ 
ergy commission, 
Lilienthal and Strauss 
have been in different corners. During the 
first year, Strauss was a lone dissenter. He 
offered to resign, 
but President Trum an 
refused. 
Today, 
Strauss is the majority 
leader in the commission and his view on 
the hydrogen bomb is backed by both the 
national security council and the atomic 
energy committee of congress. 
The 
difficult 
decision 
of whether to 
build tho dread hydrogen bomb is now up 
to President Trum an. 


ATOMGRAD A SEPARATE WORLD 


American intelligence has a complete re­ 
port on Russia’s flourishing Atomgrad, the 
Soviet’s atomic energy center in Armenia. 
This huge area is surrounded by high, 
closely 
guarded 
walls and is a separate 
world for 70,000 people. 
It is located 55 
miles northwest of Mount A ratat and 32 
miles northwest of Yerevan, the capital ol 
Soviet Armenia. Atomgrad is in the uppei 
valley of the Zanga river and obtains im ­ 
mense hydroelectric power from the rivers 
coursing down from the 17,000-foot m oun­ 
tain peaks. 
; 
The atomic center is divided into font 
j sectors. One refines the raw ore, the sec - 
ond purifies the ucanium and takes out 
J plutonium. The third is the laboratory, and 
!the fourth, with a personnel of 25,000, i- 
I concentrating 
on 
protective 
measures 
against atomic bombs. 
Note— It is now easy to understand why 
the Russians held up the American m is­ 
sionaries in search of Noah’s Ark 
near 
Mount Ararat. An atomic scientist was rn 
their party, and Atomgrad is only 55 miles 
away.

NEW YORK,—(/I*)—A 
hydro­ 
gen bomb is merely a lot of hy­ 
drogen gas which explodes by the 
simple process of fusing hydrogen 
atoms together to form helium gas. 
In this fusion a lot of energy is 
given off. The amount is seven 
times greated than 
the 
energy 
from an equal weight of the split­ 
ting atoms in A-bombs. So this 
hydrogen bomb rates about 1000 
times stronger than an A-bomb 
because of possibly less trouble in 
handling the mass. 
• 
To produce this explosion, you 
need temperatures and pressures 
of millions of degrees and pounds, 
such as exist in the sun. An A- 
bomb gives you both—but only 
momentarily. 
The question is—can science use 
the momentary A-bomb flash to 
set off a hydrogen bomb? 
The troubles ate serious. It is 
true that hydrogen does just this 
in the sun and stars to make their 
heat. But the change is not di­ 
rectly hydrogen into helium. The 
hydrogen first 
changes 
carbon 
into nitrogen, the latter into oxy­ 
gen and then down the scale to 
helium as the final product. 
That process may take too long 
to furnish an explosion. It would 
also require many times more car­ 
bon in the bomb than hydrogen. 
There’s no evidence that if you 
started the 
hydrogen 
flash 
it 
could continue by itself long en­ 
ough to explode. In fact, some 
scientists have held that only su­ 
stained million-degree tempera­ 
tures would make it possible. 
How much worse than an atom­ 
ic bomb is a hydrogen bomb? At 
IOO 
times 
more 
powerful 
its 
concussion won’t lay everything 
flat for 1000 miles—but only for 
IO smiles. That’s a radius, meaning 
the possibility of flattening most 
everything oveV 300 square miles. 
Will there be radioactivity from 
this bomb? Probably, but not like­ 
ly from so many different kinds 
of atoms. But you will have all 
the present A-bomb radioactivity 
anyhow. 
One horrible possibility is in the 
published scientific records. It is 
that when a nuclear bomb gets 
powerful enough, 
the 
flash 
of

Press reader, were in this morn­ 
ing’s mail.

Mrs. Mark MacRae is: 
Rye Bread 
One cake yeast 
One good cup shortening 
One teaspoon salt 
One cup brown sugar 
One and three-fourths cup milk 
Three tablespoons molasses 
First step: Dissolve yeast in one 
cup 
lukewarm 
water. 
Make 
sponge of one and one-half cup 
lukewarm 
water 
and 
enough 
flour to make 
a 
medium 
thick 
batter. Add yeast and a pinch of 
sugar. 
Let stand until you see 
it is beginning to rise. 
Second step: 
Melt 
shortening 
and add one and one-half cup 
milk, salt, sugar 
and 
molasses. 
Stir until sugar is dissolved and 
mixture is lukewarm. 
Add yeast 
mixture and pour in bowl. 
Sift 
rye flour and measure three cups. 
Add to above m ixture and add 
enough white flour so it is easy 
to work. 
Work well in bowl or 
on board. 
Let stand until double in bulk, 
form into loaves and let i-ise un­ 
til double. 
Bake one hour at 350. 
This makes th’ree loaves.

One and one-half teaspoons salt 
Five cups rye flour 
Two to three cups white flour, 
enough to make a medium stiff 
dough.

One yeast cake softened in one- 
half cup warm water. 
Caraway seeds may be added to 
mixture if desired. 
Scald milk, add salt, sugar and 


shortening and cool. When luke­ 
warm add the softened yeast. Add 
flour to make a stiff batter, beat­ 
ing well. 
Add flour enough to 
make a firm but not stiff dough. 
Mix and turn on

board. 
Knead until the mixture
